PROCLAMATION. 



No Disturbance of the Public 
Peace Will Be Allowed, 



To rat People op Hopkinsville: 

At the beginning of the holiday 
season, to allay any feeling of inse- 
curity in Hopkinsville, I am making 
this public announcement of condi- 
tions in the city. There is not now, 
nor has there been at any time, any 
danger of mob rule in Hopkinsville. 
Following, the Princeton outrages of 
Dec. 1, I took immediate steps to 
guard against similar marauding 
here and, to relieve the apprehen- 
sions of the people, made public an- 
nouncement of the fact. The guards 
have been increased until there are 
now sixteen night policemen and four 
nightffiremen invested with police au- 
~\ on duty every night, armed 
with guns as well as pistols. Every 
part of the city is patrolled and the 
are instructed to arrest 
ouscharacters.and should they 



encounter a formidable torce of ma- 
rauders to at once turn in a general 
fire alarm and a riot alarm, which 
would be instantly responded to by 
eight other firemen, five day police- 
men, a strong posse of sherift"s 
deputies, the local military company 
of fifty men and an unlimited num- 
ber of "home guards, "who would aid 
in protecting the city and arresting 
the marauders, dead or alive. 

The, system of notification is such 
that the city cannot be taken by sur- 
prise and the alarms and signals 
arranged are automatic and cannot 
be interfered with. I was called 
upon by representatives of all of the 
insurance companies to give inform- 
ation of the conditions here and I 
gave them such assurances of pro- 
tection that with hardly an excep- 
tion ttoese companies will continue 
to write insurance on all classes of 
property as heretofore. 

The situation locally is quiet and 
peaceful. Nothing will be tolerated 
that is calculated to make it pther- 
Incendiary speeches in public 
or inflammatory talks on the streets 
will be promptly stopped, drunken 
men will be arrested and every at- 
tention will be given to the enforce- 
ment of good order during the holi- 



days, and above all there will be no 
relaxation In the vigilance of the 
officers. I have been criticised in 
some sources and some personal 
threats have been reported to me, 
but I shall not change 'in the least 
the plans formulated for the protec- 
tion of property in the city, except 
to strengthen and improve them. 

As a result of the feeling of con- 
fidence in our ability to take care of 
ourselves. Hopkinsville is to-day en- 
joying an era of unexampled pros* 
perity. Business men ere over- 
whelmed with customers, new peo- 
ple are coming to the city every 
week, there is not a vacant house or 
store room in the city. Our tobacco 
men are getting along harmonious- 
ly and hundreds of loads of tobacco 
are being brought in everyday to 
the factories in and out of the or- 
ganizations and the prices obtained, 
thanks to the Planters Protective 
Association, are the highest in years. 
There is no occasion for anybody to 
be dissatisfied with conditions here 
and no disorders of any kind will be 
allowed to disturb these conditions.
